Since the first of the year two officials— 
one an aid of General Grant and the other an 
agent of the Government—have visited the 
capital of Arkansas. They were both guests 
of Governor Clayton. No one‘elge was con- 
sulted, no one else was visited; and their ‘‘re- 
ports’’ were made up exclusively from tke 
Radical side of the question of peace or war, 
law or order, which now distracts the Staic. 

Before I write another line let me say that 
my object is not partisan. I served with Gov- 
ernor Clayton during the war; I was born in 
Massachusetts; I was educated at Harvard; 
and I am now and have always been a Repub- 
lican. I voted for Fremont in 1856, for Lin- 
coln in 1860 and 1864, and for Grant last No- 
vember. My purpose isto give a fair notion 
of the condition of things in Arkansas. That 
condition is terrible. Nothing like it exists this 
side of the Cretan Islands. Common, every 
day events remind one of the reign of Warren 
Hastings in India, or of “Mustapha Asaph in 
Greece. 


Ever since Aaron Burr failed, and Sam Hous- 
ton succeeded in erecting a sort of one-horse 
empire on this side of the Mississippi river, 
the idea has predominated in the minds of the 
many enterprising and ambitious leaders who 
have, from time to time, held an ascendant 
in Arkansas and Texan affairs. You will read- 
ily conceive how natural it is tha. such should

The Indian, the pioneer or pioneer’s deécend- 
ant, the adventurer, the honest tiller of the 
soil, the wild hunter of the forest, the 
vagrant, abound and have not always 
lived on the best of terms, perhaps 
could not. Hence the old combustible char- 
acter of the times, which invited the daring 
and the ambition of partisans. 

The Johnson family was for years an auto- 
cracy. Then the starof Tom Hindman rose 
to set forever in blood. The war increased 
the muddle; and carpet-baggery and scalawag- 
gery, negrophobia and aboriginism have per- 
fected it under the guidance of the present 
dictator, Clayton. He has Hindman’s courage 
and audacity and genius; is a man without 
feeling, but active and plausible; and he con 
templates the erection of a trans-Mississippi 
empire in which he shall be, of course, the 
sovereign spirit. His ideas are simple and 
direct. He was a Kansas jayhawker; and he 
has faith in the John Brown principles of war 
and politics. During the rebellion he com- 
manded a brigade of the best cavalry in the 


Union service, and commanded with vizor. 


After the peace he tried conservatism; found 
it unsnited to his purpose; plunged into radi- 
calism and now openly declares his intention 
to depopulate the State and to repeople it with 
loyal negroes. 

This is the foundation of his militia. This 
is the business as it is the basis of his admin- 
istration; and he calculates with certainty 
that, so long as he is able to keep Arkansas in 
a disturbed condition, he is safs. Tranquilli- 
ty would be fatal to his plan. The distance 
between him and Washington; the friendli- 
ness of the Government; the ease with which 
his acts may be concealed and the acts of the 
peeple misrepresented, make him bold ‘and 
careless. He knows his game. He has 
studied the ground. And he will not fail. In- 
deed, I see no help for Arkansas. Nothing 
this side of a disorganization and reorganiza- 
tion of society will suffice, and this can only 
be the work of years. The quiet people will 
move away. New comers will fight and final- 
ly conquer a peace, not for themselves, but 
for their children. Ultimately carpet-baggers 
will become respectable. Ultimately the ne- 
groes will go tothe wall. But for the pres- 
ent the State is doomed; and Clayton is its 
executioner. 

Old party differences have nothing to do 
with the matter. The term ‘“‘rebel’’ is used 
only as a pretext. One of Governor Clayton's 
most trusty agents is a rebel bushwhacker 
whom I captured and tried by drum-head 
court-martial in 1864. He escaped my halter 
to become the surer prey of my superior officer, 
whose confidential friend he is now and has 
been for twelve months. The very meanest 
cut-throat in al] the militis was ae private in 
Terry's body-guard and aflerward a scout for 
Wharton and Harrison. Ons of John Brown’s 
cronies, who went from New Hampshire in 
1857 with a Sharpe's rifle, served faithfully 
through the war asa Union soldier, and has 
since settled down with a wife on afarm, was 


} regently murdered by a 


negro militia captain, 
who had been an estier for for Kirby Smith and 
who killed, as he says, “many aan many @ 
Yankee.” 

These are facts and I give them for what 
they are werth. I do not say the people are 
unoficading. They resist as men only 
can resist. But if they did not, it would 
be all the same. *s is 
extermination. Nothing can diverthim. He 
ie not a milk-sop, buts man of genius; and 
the field is fryitful. All he has to do is to 
pass his scytiic over the land and reap a full 
harvest of blood, which is the cement of his 
power. I should also add that he is personally 
intimate with Gen. Grant and ail of Gen. 
Grant’s military family, particularly with Gen- 
erals Badeau and Rawlins. Indeed I have 
heard (though of this { cannot be sure) that 
he is a kinsman of Mrs. Grant. 

From these circumstances you can judge 
how much chance there is for peace in Arkan- 
ses. You can judge how much chance there 
is for justice from W You can judge 
how much there is to fear, how little to hope, 
until the brashwood incident to the situation

THE CAPITAL QUESTION. 

Persons at a distance have little idea of the 
intense and absorbing interest that everything 
pertaining to or bearing upon the 
question has for the people of Frankfort. As 
the — of the Covrrer-Jovur- 
NAL now, the bill appro’ 
$100,000 for the erection of yee 
proof buildings as are deemed absolutely re 
quisite for the security of the archivag of the 
State passed the House ‘of Representatives 
yesterday. The perfection of this bill intos 
law is regarded, and perfiaps not without a 
great deal of reason, by our, Frankfort friends 
as an exceedingly important move toward the 
final determination of the vexed capital ques- 
tion in their favor. It is scarcely possible to 
conceive of anything more ingenious than this 
bill of Colonel Major, the chairman of the 
Comunittee on Public Offices. Disastrously 
failing in the effort to secure the appropria- 
tion of $200,000 for such improvements here as 
seem toimply that this is to be the permanent 
seat of government, the canning Representa- 
tive from Franklin, ever vigilent where the 
interests of his constituents are concerned, 
devised the appropriation for*the expenditure 
of $100,000, knowing full well that, 
should it pass the House and _  Sen- 
ate, it would be almost tantamount! to 
securing the object for which he has so long 
contended. He reasoned, no donbt, that 
when the next General Assembly of Kentucky 
convenes the odds are very great that mem- 
bers, however much in favor of the removal of 
the capital from Frankfort, would hardly feel 
like taking the responsibility of sacrificing 
$100,000 worth of State property by voting 
according to their sentiments ahd those of 
their constituents. 

“BLESSED ARE THEY WHO EXPECT NOTHING!” 

Your correspondent remembers once to 
have read a sermon by ‘“‘Dow, Jr.,’’ upon the 
above text, and he would particularly recom- 
mend it to Col. Major and the Frankfort peo- 
ple generally, Ido not think the $100,000 
appropriation will pass the Senate. The idea 
was admirably conceived, and a great many 
members of the House voted for ‘the bill 
on the specious pretext that the State 
archives were in momentary peril; but enough 
time has elapsed to enable the members of 
the more conservative and august branch of 
our General Assembly to comprehend the full 
import and meaning of the House committeo’s 
report, and I have good reason for saying that 
I think the ‘“‘patres conscripti,’’ who are not 
devoted to Frankfort and Frankfort interests 
to the exclusion of the interests and wishes of 
their const@uents, have had their eyes opened 
so as to discern in the measure a rodent of 
the hugest and most unconscionable dimen- 
sions. 

THE APPROPRIATION IN THE SENATE. 

At an early hour this morning the lobby of 
the Senate was diled to overfiowing with 
eagerand anxious spectators. For a long 
time the expectations of these spectators were 
disappointed. The bill granting relief to 
Captain Harry L. Todd, Keeper of the Peni- 
tentiary, came up for consideration, and was 
deliberately disposed of in his favor. Then 
the appropriation of $40,000 for the erection 
of additional buildings to carry out the object 
contemplated in the erection of the Fecble- 
minded Institute was discussed pro and con., 
and after a great deal of discussion, and sev- 
eral efforts at amendment, passed. It had 
been understood that the $100,000 ap- 
propriation bill passed by the House 
would be reported, and the delays 
incident upon these intervening meas- 
ures were intensely barrassing. Finally, 
however, ata late hour of the morning, and 
wh& the lobby members were beginning to 
despair of the measure coming up that had 
caused their attendance, the Dill was reported. 
As the Cour1ER-JOURNAL’s reporta will show, 
no conclusion was arrived at, but the matter 
stands over till to-morrow. Several speeches 
were made on this question, some good aad 
some only 60-80, a faithful repert of all of 
which is phonographically given this morn- 
ing. To-morrow the bill will no donbt be 
passed or rejected, and I have every confidcace 
thatthe decision of our Senators will be such 
as their constituents can approve. 

THE LEGAL ADVERTISING BILL 
was slaughtered in the House this morning. 
Mr. Justice made a very able argument in its 
behalf, proving conclusively that it was for 
the benefit alike of debtor and creditor. Your 

ndent experienced no siwall surprise 
at the positions taken by some of the speakers 
as well asthe votes given by many of the 
members.

Leave to bring in a bill for the protection of 
fish in Green river has been asked for and ob- 
tained in the House of Representatives.

All I know is 
that the object is to protect the fish or rather 
the fishing in Green river, Your correspond- 
ent has no knowledge of the fishes that Green 
river contains. He has angled in many a 
stream, from the Maumee, where 
green bass are 80 =. abun- 
dant and voracious as _ incontinentfy 
to seize upon a piece of red-flannel tied on a 
pin-hook the instant it reaches the water, to 
Red river where mud-cats and suckers only 
respond to the fisherman’s enticements; but 
ote a not whether Green river abounds in 

goggle-eyes, or new lights. Still he 
— ee that the fishing of Green river 
ought by all means to be protected. The fish 
and the: fishing of every stream in Kentucky 
ought to be protected. It looks a little hard, 
perhaps, for a man to be hanged on account 
of any less crime than willful and premeditated 
murder; but y our 
that he "would not favor making it a capital of- 
fense for any man to commit wanton and whole- 
sale destruction upon the finny tribes in any 
Kentucky stream. The seine is an abomination. 
The man who invented it was a barbarian and a 
wretch, and bis name should be held accursed 
of all who cherish the precepts and hold in 
reverence the memory of gentle Izaac Wal- 
ton. The seine is destructive to bass, perch, 
sucker and cat; ~ is ruin to pickerel, pike and 
salmon. Let be thon, not 
only as to aes river, but every 
river and creek and branch in _ the 
Commonwealth not only that it is unlawful to 
out of season, but that be who carts «a 
seine at any time isa culprit. I know I speak 
strongly spon this subject; but your corre- 
spoudent bas set for hours ata stretch by the 
side of streams that should have swarmed witb 
the choicest of piscatorial specimens—and only 
afew years ago did swarm with them—with 
the fervid rays of the sun scorching and blis- 
his cheeks, and all the evidence he was 
able to obtain of the limpid waves 
being tenanted was the occasional nibble of a 
lonely minnow or the bratal sarge of a mud- 
Let any man who questions the pro- 
Sie of enacting « stringeat law for the 
protection of the fishing interests of Ken- 
tucky undergo a like experience, and he will 
no longer be numbered among the doubting 
Thomases. In all seriousness, the Legisia- 
ture should take measures for stopping the 
piscatorial depopulation of our streams with 
as little delay as possible, 
HIRING OUT CONVICTS. 

An enterprising Representative has given 
netice that he will bring in « bill authorizing 
the keeper of the penitentiary to hire out the 
convicts. The motive of the honorabie 
gentleman is no doubt unexceptionable, but 
the thing will not do. When men are sent 
to the State prison, they are sent there for 
imprisonment, and asa penalty for their mis- 
deeds. It will by no means answerto put 
them on 4 footing with honest laborers, whose 
names are untainted. Nor would the contact 
incident upon such contracting be at all de- 
sirable. Victor Hago has given us the 
character of one convict possessed of a purity 
of thought and a nobility of sentiment not 
often found among men whether io prison or 
out of it, but no maudlin sentimentality can 
induce the belief that there is a single Jean— 
real Jean—among the inmates of the Kentucky 
penitentiary. It is true that the keeper of our 
State prison is sometimes at a loss what.to do 
with his numerous recruits, and «so unlucra- 


| tive does he find their labor that he has ap-

Interview with D’Arcy McGee’s Mur- 
derer. 


The reporter of a Toronto newspaper hadan 
interview with Whelan on Wednesday last, of

With a mixture of satire and humor 
he fumnily describes the appearance in the 
box of the Y witness Lacroix, who, it will be 
recollected, gave such damning evidence 
aguinst thim. He strenuously avers his inn6- 
cence of the murder of Mr.
